The  Select  Committee  appointed  by  your  Honourable 
House  to  consider  and  report  on  Postal  Correspondence 
have  to  state  that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  corres- 
pondence which  has  taken  place  on  the  subject  of  the 
proposed  alteration  of  the  postal  route  between  Graham's 
'J'own  and  King  William's  Town  and  Queen's  Town,  via 
Fort  Beaufort.  They  have  also  taken  the  evidence  of  the 
Postmaster-General,  and  have  called  for  papers  in  connection 
with  the  subject  referred  to  them,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
Minutes  of  Proceedings. 

By  the  system  now  in  operation,  three  posts  per  week  are 
forwarded,  via  Breakfast  Vley,  from  Graham's  Town  to  King 
William's  Town,  one  post  per  week  from  araham's  Town  to 
Fort  Beautort,  one  post  weekly  between  Fort  Beaufort  and 
King  William's  Tovvn,  one  post  weekly  between  King 
William's  Town  and  Queen's  Town,  and  one  post  weekly 
between  Fort  Beaufort  and  Queen's  Town,  the  total  cost 
being  £2,153. 
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By  the  proposed  clianciG,  the  three  posts  vid  Breakfast 
Vley  will  be  sent  to  Kino;  William's  Town,  vid  Fort  Beaufort 
and  Alice,  and  two  posts  per  week  between  Fort  Beaufort  and 
Queen's  Town,  so  arranged  as  to  enable  King  William's 
Town  and  East  London  to  have  bi-weekly  communication 
with  Queen's  Town  and  places  beyond,  vid  Fort  Beaufort, 
the  total  cost  beino;  £1,375,  including  branch  postal  com- 
munication with  Peddie,  Stetterheim,  Tylden,  &c.,  thus 
showinp:  a  saving  of  £378,  the  probability  being  that  even  a 
larger  amount  than  that  sum  will  be  annually  saved  by  the 
■plan  suggested,  while  Fori  Beaufort  and  Alice,  which  have 
now  but  one  post  direct,  will  have  three,  and  Peddie  a  bi- 
weekly communication  with  the  places  on  the  main  line. 

The  fact  that  the  proposed  line  is  for  the  most  part 
bridged  renders  the  conveyance  of  the  post  along  that  line 
at  all  times  more  certain  and  safe  than  by  the  present  route, 
while  the  facilities  of  telegraphic  communication  to  and  from 
King  William's  Town  and  Queen's  Town  in  connection 
with  the  proposed  route,  must  be  deemed  an  additional  argu- 
ment in  favour  of  the  plan  suggested. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  report, 
together  with  the  evidence,  be  forwarded  by  respectful 
address  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  with  a  request  that 
he  will,  at  his  earliest  convenience,  cause  the  necessary  steps 
to  be  taken  to  give  effect  to  the  alterations  proposed.

2.  This  Committee  has   been   appointed  to  take  into  con-    j£r.  Pkrs. 
fiideration  the  correspondence  which  has  taken  place  between  ^     —

Town,  Fort  Beaufort,  King  Wiiham's  Town,  and  Queen's 
Town  in  reference  to  the  postal  arransjements  between  those 
places.  vV  ould  you  state  the  arrangements  at  present  in 
existence,  commencing  with  Gntham's  Town?  How  many 
posts  are  there  at  present  between  tliat  town  and  King 
William's  Town? — At  present  there  are  three  posts

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Mr.  rins,  3.  From  your  experience  of  postal  arrano-ements,^  can 
June  -jp,  1871.  any  inprovement  be  made  in  the  postal  route  between 
these  places,  by  which  the  postal  facilities  of  those  concerned 
would  be  increased  and  the  expenses  periiaps  decreased  ? — 
1  liave  been  of  opinion  for  some  time  past  that  the  mode 
of  communicating  with  those  places  was  bad  in  many 
respects,  first,  on  account  of  the  want  of  bridges  between 
Graham's  Town  and  King  William's  Town,  and  the 
frequent  risk  of  loss,  damage,  or  detention  of  mails  at 
the  Fish  Hiver.  Next,  in  rejiard  to  Queen's  rown,  that  the 
route  via  King  William's  Town  was  a  round-about  way  of 
sending  mails  for  that  part  of  the  Colony,  and  further  north, 
and  that  by  forwarding  them  vid  Fort  Beaufort,  over  the 
Katberg,  would  not  only  be  more  direct,  but  cheaper,  and 
more  satisfactory  to  the  people  in  the  country  lying  about 
and  northward  of  Queen's  Town. 

4.  I  see  a  certain  suggestion  has  been  made  from  the  Post 
Office  as  far  back  as  1867, — asuggestion  that  this  post,  instead 
of  going  three  times  a  week  direct  to  King  William's  Town, 
should  be  sent  vid  Fort  Beaufort  to  King  William's  Town.  If 
that  route  were  adopted,  the  post  cart  at  present  running 
between  GrahanVs  Town  and  King  William's  Town  once  a 
week  would  be  unnecessary  ? — Yes, 

5.  You  just  now  said  that  the  expense  of  a  post  between 
Graham's  'i'own  and  King  William's  Town  by  direct  route 
three  times  a  week  is  £775.  By  sending  the  post  round  by 
way  of  Fort  Beaufort,  what  do  you  estimate  the  cost  would 
be? — I  called  for  tenders  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  this, 
and  the  result  was  as  follows  :—

6.  What  do  you  estimate  would  be  the  saving  by  adopting 
the  route  from  Graham's  Town  vid  Fort  Beaufort  to  Queens 
Town,  as  compared  with  the  present  route  vid  King  William's 
Town  to  Queen's  Town? —  In  a  memorandum  upon  the  subject, 
which  I  drew   up  for  the  Government  in  October  last,  I 
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mentioned  that,  by  adopting  the  proposed  changje  of  routes,  ^v.^rs. 
there  would  be  additional  postal  communication  afforded  to  june  29,  1871. 
several  important  towns  alonq^  the  lines  and  between  them, 
whilst,  at  the  same  time,  there  would  be  a  saving  in  cost. 
Since  then  the  estimated  saving  in  money  has  been  some- 
what reduced  by  the  acceptance  of  a  lower  tender  for  the 
conveyance  of  mails  between  Fort  Beaufort  and  Queen's 
Town.  I  estimate  the  saving  to  be  the  difference  between 
£778  and  the  amount  it  would  cost  to  run  a  post  by  horse 
or  runner  twice  a  week  between  Alice  and  Peddie,  or  King 
William's  Town  and  Peddie,  and  once  a  week  between 
Kino;  William's  Town  and  Stulterheim,  Queen's  Town  or 
Whittlesea,  and  Tylden. 

7.  You  stated,  in  reading  the  memo,  just  now,  that  a  con- 
siderably greater  postal  facility  would  be  secured  by  adoptmg 
the  proposed  route.  Is  there  any  place  along  the  route  which 
would  be  injured,  and  have  less  postal  facilities,  by  adopting 
the  change? — Alono-  the  line  between  King  William's 
Town  and  Queen's  Town  there  are  two  small  places,  Stutter- 
beim  and  Tylden,  that  would  have  to  be  provided  for,  also 
Peddie,  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  my  last  answer;  but  1 
do  not  see  that  they  would  be  injured. 

8.  King  William's  Town  and  Fort  Beaufort  would  still 
receive  the  same  postal  ficilities? — Yes  ;  the  former  would 
have  the  same  ;  the  latter  would  have  sfreater. 

9.  King  William's  Town  would  still  get  three  posts  a 
week  ? — Yes.  Letters  going  from  Graham's  Town  to  King 
William's  Town,  via  Fort  Beaufort,  will  take  a  few  more 
hours  on  the  road  ;  but  they  will  reach  their  addresses  in 
just  as  good  time  for  business  purposes.

Mr.  Pitrs.  10.  Chairiuan]  Can  you  tell  the  precise  amount  of  delay 
ju]yT~is7i  *^^^  ^vould  be  enoendered  in  tlie  arrival  of  the  post  in  King 
William's  Town  in  consequence  of  the  proposed  change  ? — 
In  answer  to  that  I  beg  to  hand  in  a  paper,  showing  the 
difference  in  lime  of  arrivals  and  departures  at  those  places 
under  the  old  route  and  also  under  that  of  the  new.  (See 
Appendix  A.) 

11.  Mr.  Wright.]  Are  you  in  favour  of  the  new  route? 
— Yes. 

12.  INlr.  Loxton.]  How  do  you  intend  to  arranjie  for  the 
Windvogefs  Berg  post  (Tylden)  under  the  new  route? — By 
having  a  branch  post. 

13.  Mr,  Smith.]  Have  you  any  idea  what  the  cost  of  this 
service  might  be? — Ko,  1  have  no  idea,  except  Irom  hearsay. 

14.  1  hat  is  to  say  you  have  no  tenders? — No. 

15.  What  sort  of  an  estimate  would  hearsay  lead  you  to 
make? — I  should  think  that  £400  would  cover  the  expense 
of  the  two  posts  on  the  line,  King  Williams  'J  own  and 
Queen's  Town,  as  well  as  the  branch  from  King  W^illiam's 
Town  or  Alice,  to  Peddie. 

16.  In  what  way  v/ould  these  be  served? — Either  by 
runners  or  by  horse. 

17.  You  said  just  now  that  £400  was  the  estimate  you  got 
from  hearsay,  but  might  it  not  be  less  than  that  ? — My  own 
idea  is  that  £300  would  be  ample,  but  to  prevent  anything 
like  disappointment,  1  put  down  £4-00. 

18.  Mr.  Zioxton.]  Do  you  anticipate  that  the  altered 
route  will  cause  an  increase  to  be  made  to  the  pay  of  the 
postmaster  at  Whittlesea? — No,  comparing  his  pay  with 
that  of  others,  he  is  better  paid  than  half  the  postmasters  in 
the  country.

19.  Chairman.]  Have  you  prepared  an  estimate  of  the    Hr.^rt. 
arrivals  and  departures  of  the  mails  between  Port  Elizabeth  juiy  5,  i87i. 
and  Fort  Beaufort  in  connection  with  the  paper  you  have 
already  handed   in  ? — Yes.      By  the  present  route   letters 
dispatched    from    Port    Elizabeth   on    Fridays    at    4    p.m., 
Wednesdays  and  Tuesdays  at  6*30  p.m.,  arrive  at  Graham's 

Town  on  Saturdays  at  6*30  a.m  ,  and  on  Mondays  and 
Wednesdays  at  9  a.m.,  and  are  dispatched  thence  to  King 
William's  Town  on  Saturdays,  Mondays,  and  Wednesdays, 
and  arrive  at  King  William's  Town,  vid  Breakfast  Vlei,  on 
Saturdays  6  30  p.m.,  and  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  at 
9  p.m.  That  is  the  present  route  to  King  Wilham's  Town. 
By  the  propcsed  route,  letters  dispatched  from  Port  Eliza- 
beth at  the  same  time  as  now  would  arrive  at  King  W  illiam's 
Town,  vid  FfTt  Beaufort,  on  Sundays  at  3  a.m.,  and  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  at  5'30  a.m. 

20.  Can  you  furnish  the  Committee  with  similar  in- 
formation with  respect  to  mails  leaving  King  William's 
Town  for  Cape  Town  ?— Yes.  Replies  dispatched  from  . 
King  William's  Town  on  Sundays,  Tuesdays,  and  Thurs- 
days, at  5  a.m.  (mail  closing  the  previous  evening  at  8 
o'clock),  would  reach  Port  Elizabeth  on  Mondays,  Wed- 
nesdays, and  Fridays,  at  8*30  am.  That  is  the  present 
route.  Under  the  proposed  route,  replies  dispatched 
on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Saturdays,  at  10  p.m. 
(mail  closing  at  9  o'clock),  will  reach  Port  Elizabeth  at 
8-30. 

2i.  Mr.  King.]  Would  it  not  be  better  to  have  a  direct 
horse  post  from  Graham's  Town  to  Fort  Peddie  viii  Trora- 
petters  Drift  than  a  branch  post  from  Alice  to  Peddie  ? — I 
would  be  in  favour  of  the  one  from  Alice  to  Peddie,  in 
consequence  of  the  rivers  on  the  other  route  requiring 
bridging 

22.  Chairman.]  I  believe  you  have  made  an  estimate  of  the 
difference  of  the  contracts  between  the  present  route  and  that 
of  the  proposed  one  ? — Yes  (see  appendix  B),  the  present 
contracts  along  that  route  amount  to  £2,153,  and  the  tenders 
for  the  proposed  route  amount  to  £1,375,  leaving  a  difference 
of  £778  in  favour  of  the  new  route.  Out  of  that  balance  I 
shall  have  to  provide  for  a  branch  post  from  Alice  (about  40 
miles)  or  from  King  William's  Town  (about  45  miles)  to 
Peddie  twice  a  week,  and  also  for  another  branch  post  frora 
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Mr.  rkrf.    King  William's  Town  to  Stutterlieim  (about  24  miles)    and 
Juiy~vi87i.  lastly  for  one  from  NA'liittlesea  to-Xyklen. 

'23.  You  estimate  that  the  cost  of  the  branch  posts  you 
have  mentioned,  viz.,  to  Peddie,  Stutterheim,  and  Tylden 
\vould  not  exceed  £400  ? — Yes. 

24.  You  think  it  may  be  done  for  £300? — Tt  Jmay  be 
done  for  less,  possibly 

25.  It  Avill  then  be  a  saving  of  £378  to  adopt  the  new 
route  ? — Yes  ;  and  besides  that  it  will  crive  increased  facilities 
by  having  two  additional  posts  to  Fort  Beaufort,  one  additional 
to  Queen's  Town,  and  two  additional  posts  to  Alice 

26.  Mr.  Smith.]  Will  any  places  to  the  north  of  Queen's 
Town  obtain  increased  postal  facilities  in  consequence  of  the 
proposed  change  ? — Yes,  decidedly. 

27.  Mr.  Knight.]  Will  that  cause  any  extra  expense? — 
No. 

28.  Is  the  proposed  arrangement  calculated  to  benefit  the 
divisions  west  of  Fort  Beaufort? — Those  divisions  won't  at 
all  be  affected  by  the  change. 

29.  Ch'jirman  ]  Could  you  favour  the  Committee  with 
your  views,  generally,  in  regard  to  the  proposed  change  of 
route? — i  think  the  proposed  change  of  route  is  calculated  to 
give  greater  postal  advantages  to  Fort  Beaufort,  Alice, 
fetockenstroom,  Queen's  Town,  King  William's  Town,  and 
East  London  in  regard  to  the  increased  number  of  posts  to 
the  northward,  via  Fort  Beaufort,  without  at  the  same  time 
injuriously  affecting  King  William's  Town  and  Fast  London 
by  the  abandonment  of  the  direct  route  from  Graham's  Town 
via  Breakfast  Vlei.  The  proposed  route  has  the  additional 
recommendation  of  being  cheaper  than  the  existing  one. 
It  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  the  people  of  Queen's  Town 
and  that  part  of  the  Colony  have  more  than  once,  by  petition 
and  letter,  expressed  their  preference  for  the  line  now 
proposed. 

30.  Do  you  consider  that  the  proposed  change  would  bring 
King  William's  Town  and  Cradock  into  more  direct  com- 
munication, and  if  so,  that  it  would  prove  an  additional 
advantage  ? — Yes. 

31.  Mr.  Smith.]  I  see  that  in  the  proposed  arrangement, 
two  posts  from  King  WiUiam's  Town  to  Queen's  Town  leave 
on  ^Saturdays  and  Mondays,  at  10  p.m.,  with  only  one  busi- 
ness day  intervening, — is  there   any    way    in    -which  this 
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inconvenience  of  having   two  postal   days  so  closely  together  i  Mi-.  Pien. 
can  be  obviated  ? — I  think  no  practical  inconvenience  will  be  'jrjy~57i87i. 
experienced,  as  the  post  from    Fort    Beaufort  could  always 
be  made  available  by  means  of  the  telegraph. 

32.  Mr.  Loxton.]  Would  the  cancellation  of  existing 
contracts  along  that  route  not  affect  the  present  contractors, 
would  they  not  require  some  compensation;  and,  if  so,  to 
what  extent  ? — There  is  a  condition  in  every  contract  that 
either  party  to  a  postal  contract  may  terminate  a  contract  by 
notice  of  four  months.  When  radical  changes  take  place  in 
postal  routes  whereby  existing  contractors  are  liable  to  loss 
in  consequence  of  such  changes  having  been  unforeseen  at 
the  time  they  arranged  for  entering  upon  them,  1  am  disposed 
to  think  the  Government  would  deal  liberally  with  them,  but 
in  this  case  I  do  not  anticipate  any  difficulty. 

33.  Mr,  Smith.]  At  what  time  do  you  anticipate  the  new 
arrangements  will  take  effect? — At  the  expiration  of  the  four 
months'  notice  required  by  contract. 

34.  Chairman.]  Do  you  think  that  by  next  year  ample 
time  is  allowed  to  make  every  arrangement  necessary? — 
Upon  my  receiving  notice  that  the  change  has  been  decided 
upon,  I  would  call  for  tenders  for  new  contracts,  and  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  present  contractors  that  at  the 
termination  of  a  certain  period,  not  less  than  four  months  from 
date,  the  contracts  would  cease.  It  would  be  so  arrano-ed, 
that  as  the  present  contracts  run  out,  th*e  new  would  commence.

Sir, — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  this  day'a  date,  I  have  the  honour  to 
inform  you  that  I  have  kept  no  copies  of  the  memoranda  which,  at  the  request 
of  the  Chairman  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Postal  Arrangements,  1  left 
with  him  on  the  oth  instant.  They  were  drawn  out  by  myself  to  assist  my 
memory  when  under  examination,  and  I  could  not  venture  to  furnish  facsimiles 
of  them ;  but  1  have  no  doubt  the  enclosed  memo,  will  supply  the  substance 
of  the  missing  one  as  far  as  1  can  recollect.
